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Senator Lantz Supplies Both Top Bull and Cow 


The Illinois Breeders Sale held at the Illi- 
nois State Fair Grounds, Springfield, on 
Thursday, March 12th, under the manage- 
ment of E. E. Irwin, drew a good crowd 
from several states. However only two 
head were permitted to go beyond the bord- 
ers of Illinois. These two were purchased 
by E. C. Prittchard, of Frankford, Missouri. 
The local state demand was strong and most 
of the cattle went into new hands. Cols. 
Cooper, Bradshaw and Gaule, were ably 
assisted by J. E. Halsey of Wallaces’ Farm- 
er of Iowa, who aided with the block work 
in addition to his regular ring work. 

The day was a bearcat, the wind was high 
and cold and the big pavilion was not as 
comfortable as it will be later in the season. 
Nevertheless the crowd kept well to the 
seats until the last animal was sold. 

Seven Illinois breeders consigned about 
eighty head, about twenty of which were 
young things suitable for club work and 
sold at prices ranging from $50.00 to $70.00 
per head. The other sixty head, all ages 
and both bulls and females, made a general 
average of $122.96; the twenty-nine bulls 
found new homes at an average of $139.91 
and the thirty-one females registered at 
$107.10 each. A careful perusal of the fol- 
lowing sales list will prove conclusively 
that it pays to make some special effort to 
attend these sales even though the roads 
are bad and the going more difficult than 
pleasant. This sale followed directly on the 
heels of several bad storms and naturally 
the attendance was severely cut, making it 
much easier for those who did attend to 
pick off the bargains at values far below 
their real worth. It never pays to stay away. 

A. D. Bradshaw, of Smithshire, Illinois, 
topped the entire sale when he bid $360.00 
for the good Lantz Blackcap cow, Blackcap 
Bernice 12th 445932, an intensely Blackcap 
bred cow of great quality and individuality.

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breeders and the breed that can not other- 
wise be egendered. No deal is completed 
until all papers have been delivered. There 
is only one way to do business and that is 


on the square. Perhaps those who hold 
back do not realize how much they are 
hampering trade by so doing. Let’s all get 
up on our toes and watch this part of our 
dealing more closely.

MR. EYLAR 
PERSISTS: 

I note in the March issue of the Aber- 
deen-Angus Journal your editorial to the 
effect that you had numerous communica- 
tions relative to Bangs disease and its 
treatment; and that the great majority are 
not in favor of the test and slaughter meth- 
od which is advocated by the Bureau of An- 
imal Industry, U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture. This is very encouraging, because 
the majority are nearly always wrong. 

I can readily understand how any breeder 
of fine cattle would hesitate to make the 
sacrifice, and will attempt to find every 
possible reason for not doing so, including 
casting susp.cion on the ability of the vet- 
erinary who made the test or the materials 
used in making such test. In other words, 
when one does not wish to be convinced, it 
is difficult to be convinced. 

Of course if we assume that the veterin- 
ary does not know h's business and does not 
use the correct methods or materials, there 
is no argument in favor of the test and 
slaughter method. But if we assume the 
contrary, there is every argument in favor 
of it. In fact, at the present time I cannot 
believe that there is any other successful 
method, and if there is no other successful 
method of combating this disease, extermin- 
ation would seem to be much more thorough 
if the method were not employed than if it 
were. 

I have great confidence in the ability of 
the men who are studying the elimination 
of this disease, and I fully believe that 
eventually they will find a method of erad- 
icating it completely through vaccination or 
treatment of that kind. But I think in the 
meantime the test and slaughter method is 
the only safe road to pursue. My losses 
from pursuing this method dur‘ng 1934 ran 
into five figures, so I speak feelingly on the 
subject; but I cannot believe if I had not 
followed this method that I would not be 
worse off than I am today. 

I recall being in the hog business in east- 
ern Kansas some 50 years ago, when hog 
cholera was to the hog business even worse 
than Bangs is to the cattle business today. 
There were all sorts of remedies and dopes 
of various kinds offered as “cures,” but it 
was only after scientific development of the 
present simple method that the herds of 
_—_ were freed from the disease and kept 
ree. 

I believe the same thing will happen to 
Bangs disease in cattle; but until such de- 
velopment occurs, I think it is criminal to 
keep infected animals which spread the dis- 
ease not only in your own herd but in 
others, and I cannot but believe that the 
man who pursues the test and slaughter 
method for the extermination of this disease 
is doing a much greater service to the in- 
dustry of breeding fine cattle than the man 
who attempts by any other known method 
to eradicate it. Yours sincerely, M. S. Eylar. 


(Note: There can be but little disagree- 
ment with Mr. Eylar when he expresses a 
sincere desire to eliminate Bangs disease in 
cattle. However, the method proposed is en- 
tirely too drastic. In fact, wholesale appli- 
cation by force and destruction of animals 


that might react to the resen 

testing is suicidal in effect. Whine of 
man who is at all acquainted with the cath, 
business will welcome the day when the di le 
ease can be successfully combated through 
vaccination or some similar S.mple method 
none of us can afford to place our enti 
herds at the disposal of experimentation 
If cows were like some manufactured oon 
uct rolling out of a specially prepared and 
built machine, each item exactly like the 
one that preceded it and the next one to fol 
low assured of being identical, the test and 
slaughter plan would work fine because it 
would not matter whether pan number two 
or pan number sixty-three were discarded 
another could easily and quickly be produc. 
ed to take its place. Just try a lifetime to 
produce a few grand champions and see how 
essential it is to preserve the “dies.” The 
Journal can not doubt Mr. Eylar’s sincerity 
Neither can we subscribe to the theory of 
eradication through slaughter, if we are to 
retain the wonderful tr bes that have ye. 
quired so many generations of man’s best 
endeavors to produce. )

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BUILDING a FLERD 


By O. W. ONSTAD 


have read at various times with a great deal of interest accounts 
written by breeders telling experiences they have had and so de- 
cided to write you telling how we happened to get into the Aber- 
deen-Angus business and the Evolution of an ordinary cattle breed- 
er, hoping that it may be of interest to your readers. 

In the fall of 1928 my father and I became interested in 
Aberdeen-Angus through Mr. C. J. Lofgren and Earl Naugle who 
at that time were in partnership and owned a 
fine herd. We were prevailed upon to make a 
little start so purchased five cows and a bull, 
leaving the selection to them entirely. Three 
of the cows proved to be excellent breeders. 
The bull was a very good individual, sired by 
Bessie’s Blackcap 2d of Page by the great 
breeding bull Blackmere 4th, a son of Oak- 
vilie Quiet Lad and for dam Blackcap Bessie 
2d of Page by Ensign of Glencarnock. Our 
bull’s dam was sired by Enzora’s Ensign of 
Page who was sired by Ensign of Glencarnock. 
This bull sired some very good heifers many of 
which we retained in our herd. In i929 we 
purchased a new bull sired by Revolution 23d, 
a son of Blackcap Revolution and for a dam 
a showy Dimple cow sired by Black Joe Ito. 

It was about this time that we began to 
notice a few things about cattle breeding and 
formulate our ideas. First of ail we decided 
that the Aberdeen-Angus should maintain 
good size. Our new bull was smooth and sired 
excellent offspring but they did not have the 
size that we required. We calculated that be- 
ing as all cattle are produced for the block that no matter how 
high the quality might be, if they lacked quantity there must be 
a loss in production. We were looking for cattle that had quality 
and size coupled with that easy keeping and feeding characteristic 
that produced plenty of scale economicaily. 

In the division of partnership between C. J. Lofgren and Earl 
Naugle, Mr. Naugle secured two very desirable and distinguished 
cows. One a daughter of Blackmere 4th and out of a great Canad- 
ian cow Blackbird E. of Glencarnock 10th, by Edward of Glencar- 
nock a bull that Governor McGregor took a great deal of pride 
in. The other cow was out of the same cow and sired by Mr. Lof- 
gren’s bull Bessie’s Blackcap 2d of Page by Blackmere 4th. The 
two cows were almost identical in breeding and looked the same, 
low down, smooth, short legged and blocky. 

We paid a high price for these cows but their acquisition prov- 
ed to be the best investment we have made. We found that these 
cows not only had the required size and quality, but that they 
were excellent keepers. They would stay in 
better flesh than the other cows and when 
feed was abundant they would fatten rapid- 
ly. Evolution had progressed another notch.

standing breeders of yesterday and today. 

Having used a grandson of Blackcap Revolution, we now de- 
cided that we wanted to get up closer to the old “King” himself, 
Earl Marshall. So we purchased a grandson of Earl Marshall bred 
by John Kroshus of Perley, Minnesota, who today owns one of 
the few remaining sons of Earl Marshall. This bull was a proven 
sire when we secured him and weighed in good condition about 
2350 Ibs. This combination improved our herd greatly. We were 
getting not only better calves but they matured to a greater size, 
Out of our most select cows we raised some bulls and heifers that 
would please the most fastidious. Nothing satisfies the cattle breed- 
er so much as to note the continued improvement of his cattle from 
one generation of breeding to another. We had shown improve- 
ment but we are never satisfied so I began to study the kind of a 
bull we wanted for a new herd sire that would mate with our heif- 
ers which carried an intermingling of blood of such famous bulls 
as Edward of Glencarnock, Blackmere 4th, Black Joe Ito, Black- 
cap Revolution, Earl Marshall and Ensign of Glencarnock. I had 
settled on the idea of continuing with Blackcap Revolution blood, 
Glencarnock blood and wanted an outcross to some outstanding 
bull that had shown his ability to improve the breed. 

One winter day I found a bull calf about a year old that 
impressed me as being the nicest put up calf I had ever seen. 

He was growthy but level, deep and smooth. He was a son 

of Imp. Evaxus of Ballindalloch and out of the great import- 

ed cow Miss Burgess 3d of Nisbethill. He was named Evaxus 
Sth of Page and he was so good that Mr. Lofgren decided io 
use him as a herd bull. We wanted a bull calf from him and 
a cow with the required breeding so we began a game of 
watchful waiting. 

Two years ago Kenneth McGregor sent over a wonder- 
ful show heifer Black Lassie 6th of Page by their now fam- 
ous breeding bull Earl Eric Glencarnock 3d, a double grand- 
son of Blackcap Revolution through a double cross of Ed- 
ward Glencarnock. Her dam Glencarnock Black Lassie was 
sired by Quality Lad of Glencarnock an own son of Evreux 
of Harviestoun and for dam the cow Blackcap McGregor 
100th. She was also the granddaughter on the dam’s side 
of Ensign of Glencarnock. She carried all the principal 
blood lines that our select cows and heifers did, and was one 
of the most outstanding cows I had ever seen and one that 
would make an impressive record in any show ring. 

As luck would have it Black Lassie bore a bull calf and 
we immediately opened negotiations [Turn to page 14

Our experiments show 
that these cattle will sell close to the top of 
the market when receiving nothing but all the 
corn silage, water and salt they will eat. It 
is a comparatively cheap method of making 
beef.’’ Silage cuts feed costs, increases pro- 
duction and improves the physical condition 
of the herd. Silage is nourishing, stimulat- 
ing and succulent.
